Cow Prices Reach 
New Low In Glades 


At the Glades cattle market on 
Monday 960 cattle sold for a re- 
turn of $47,073.10 with 70 per cent 
of the offering going to slaughter 
buyers and reaching a new low in 
prices. š 

In the slaughter group steers 
ranged from $4.00 cwt on canner 
grades to $15.25 on commercial 
grades. Heifers, averaged from 
$3.00 on canner grades to $12.25 
on utility. Calves, averaged from 
$5 on culls to $17.75; on good 
grades. Cows ranged from $3.00 on 
canners to $11.75 on utility and 
bulls from $6.25 in cutter grades 
to $11.50 on utility. 

In the stocker group inferior 
was the only grade offered in 
steers, which brought $7 to $12.50 
cwt., and in heifers, which sold 
for ‘$7 to $12.50 cwt. Common 
grade only was offered in calves, 
which brought $12, and inferior in 
cows, which sold for $6 to $10.75. 

These prices are as low as any 
since-the market has been estab- 
lished. Cattlemen are pessimistic 
over today’s outlook for the cattle 
business in the Glades. ` `
